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The text for my subject is found 


in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 

There are many kinds of power. 
There are teams of horses that can 
pull preposterous loads, and there are 
motors that are really powerful. We 
have bombers with 2,200 horsepower 
motors in them. Then there is power 
in numbers. The armies of the United 
Nations are powerful. There is power 
in leadership. The United Nations 
represents great power. There is 
power in speech and the power of the 
press. There are powerful explosives, 
such as nitroglycerine, TNT, and dy- 
namite. But’ all of these are earthly 
powers and are finite compared to 
the power of God. Read Ephesians 
2:2. The devil is called the prince of 
the power of the air. He has power 
to destroy and corrupt, but while 
Satan has power, God is all powerful. 
Eph. 1:20, 21. When Christ was raised 
from the dead and sat down at the 
right hand of God, He was given 
power over and above all principali- 
ties, power over Satan, over armies, 
dominions, and earthly powers. 

We sing that good old song, “There 
is power, power, wonder-working 
power, in the blood of the Lamb,” 
and truly there is power in the blood

of Jesus to make the vilest sin- 
ner clean, and to turn him right 
about face and make a new crea- 
ture out of him. But, dear ones, 
we are living in the last days, and 
Satan knows his time is short. 
Soon he is going to be cast into 
the bottomless pit, and he won’t 
be able to deceive the nations 
any longer. Now he is going about 
as a roaring lion, seeking whom 
he may devour. He is especially 
interested in the born - again 
Christians, trying to overthrow 
them, and too many times he is suc- 
cessful. That brings us to the text, “Ye 
shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come.” No doubt, many of 
you have been truly saved, but you 
have such a hard time staying saved. 
What you need is power, power to 
be an overcomer, power to overcome 
the world, and power for service. You 
get that power only after the Holy 
Ghost has come. The word “power,” 
in Acts 1:8, in the original Greek 
is called “dunimus,” which means 
dynamite; in other words, “Ye shall 
receive dynamite after the Holy Ghost 
has come.” And you know what hap- 
pens when dynamite is used. Things 
really move, and that is what we 
need—power that will move moun- 
tains and obstacles and hindrances 
that keep us from being real Chris- 
tians. 

We have a good example in the 
Bible; namely, Peter. Peter was very 
presumptuous when Jesus told His 
disciples He was to die, and they 


would be offended because of Him. 


Peter said, “Though all men shall be 
offended because of thee, yet will I 
never be offended.” Jesus answered 
him and said, “This night, before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice.” And sure enough, 
when Jesus was on trial for His life, 
Peter followed afar off. Many are fol- 
lowing Jesus, but they are following 
Him afar off. While Peter was warm- 
ing himself by the fire, a maid said, 


“Art not thou one of his disciples?” 
He said, “I am not.” After awhile 
someone asked him again if he were 
not one of Jesus’ disciples, and he 
said, “I am not.” Still another said, 
“Surely thou art one of them, for 
thy speech betrayeth thee,” and 
Peter denied again and began to 
curse and swear, and the cock crew, 
then he remembered the words of 
Jesus, and he went out and wept bit- 
terly. 

The scene changes, and we find 
that after Jesus had been crucified, 
was buried and rose: again, being on 
the earth forty days, He was seen 
nine times by many believers, and on 
the fortieth day He led about five 
hundred out to Bethany and told 
them, “Behold, I send the promise 
of the Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high.”

It filled 
all the house where they were sit- 
ting, and there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
sat upon each of them. They were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utterance. After 
this took place, we find a changed 
person altogether. Peter, who did not 
have enough backbone to stand up for 
Jesus before, even before a little girl, 
here was the spokesman for all of 
them. He preached a wonderful ser- 
mon that day and three thousand 
were saved. As he preached, he 
preached straight from the shoulder, 
and they were pricked in their hearts, 
and said, “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” Peter said, “Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. For the 
promise is unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall 
call,” Acts 2:38, 39. 

Praise the Lord, that takes us in.

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Was Christ Afraid of 


Matt. 26:39, “Let this cup pass from 
me.” 

These are the words of Jesus in 
Gethsemane. It is believed by many 
that these words were spoken by 
Christ, just asHe was approaching 
the shadow of Calvary, and that in 
this prayer He was asking His Father, 
if it were possible, to deliver Him 
from Calvary. “Remove this cup from 
me.” Would that not denote extreme 
weakness, bordering cowardice, on the 
part of the Son of God? I have heard 
many preachers and_ evangelists 
preach that Christ was afraid of Cal- 
vary—that He did not want to drink 
of the cup of the world’s iniquity on 
Calvary. Let us consider that: 

I. Christ never was afraid 

In John 6:22-59, we find Christ’s 
discourse on the “Bread of Heaven.” 
In His outstanding manliness, with- 
out flinching, He said, “I am_ that 
bread of life.” Some said, “It is a hard 
saying.” Many of His disciples left Him 
and went back and walked with Him 
no more. 

From His first appearance we find 
Him exposed to danger, even of His 
very life itself. We see His manliness 
again, when courageously, in the 
presence of His bloodthirsty perse- 
cutors. He answered Pilate’s question, 
“Art thou the king of the Jews?” He 
said, “Thou sayest it.” For this very 
accusation they brought Him before 
Pilate, because they said, “We found 
this fellow perverting the nation, and 
forbidding to give tribute to Caesar, 
saying that he himself is Christ a 
King.” In the face of this accusation 
Christ never, for a moment, flinched, 
but said, “Thou sayest it.” Luke 23:2, 
3. No, Christ was not afraid. In the 
foregoing chapter, Luke 22:70, 71, 
when His persecutors said, “Art thou 
then the Son of God?” He boldly an- 
swered, “Ye say that I am.” Yes, 
throughout His ministry Christ never 
once shrank from danger. 

In His hour of suffering, the most 
horrid suffering that could be in- 
flicted upon man—being spit upon, 
buffeted, beaten, misunderstood, re- 
viled, cursed, and blasphemed, a 
crown of thorns placed heavily upon 
His head until the blood coursed down 
His holy face—the divine Son of God

submitted to it all, when, if He had 
wanted to, He could have called a 
legion of angels to deliver Him. He 
voluntarily submitted to this orgy of 
suffering. Jesus afraid? God forbid. 
Isaiah, the 53rd chapter, pictures in 
detail the great suffering of Jesus. His 
visage was unrecognizable, being so 
distorted through suffering and 
agony. His suffering was intense and 
severe, “and we hid as it were our 
faces from him.” He further states 
that “He was acquainted with grief.” 
This is not the picture of a slacker. 


II, Why then should Christ shrink 

from Calvary? 

It was prophesied of Him that He 
should die on Calvary. The very words 
on the cross were, “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” Psalm 
22:1. He knew that He was born for 
Calvary. In one place He said, “For 
this purpose was I born.” This was His 
Father’s plan for Him, and He said, 
“T delight to do thy will.” 

What, then, did Jesus mean in His 
prayer in Gethsemane, “Let this cup 
pass from me”? The scene was that 
of Mt. Olive, overlooking the city of 
Jerusalem. Herein was fought the 
greatest battle of the ages—Christ 
against Satan. It has always been 
Satan’s plan to kill and destroy Jesus. 
We see this even when He was but a 
little baby, when Satan put it in the 
heart of Herod to have slain all the 
male children who were about the 
age of the Christ Child. But his plan 
to kill Jesus was shattered, and the 
Christ was preserved. As Jesus grew to 
manhood, Satan again attempted to 
have Him slain, through the multi- 
tude, when they tried to shove Him 
off a high cliff and destroy Him. But 
again Satan met defeat in His plans, 
when Jesus mysteriously slipped 
through the throng. Then again in 


Gethsemane, Satan tried to kill Him. 
Christ told His three disciples, “My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death.” Christ sweat as it were great 
drops of blood. He was weakened by 
it. Afterward He lost blood. The whip 
with which He was beaten ripped the 
flesh and from those wounds came 
forth streams of blood. The crown of 
thorns was crushed upon His head 
until the blood again coursed down 
His face. His beard was pulled out, 
leaving ugly gaps from which the 
blood spurted from His face. But in 
the garden drops of blood, as it were, 
came through His pores. It was all 
humanly more than the Son of Man 
could stand, and He prayed to His 
Father, “Let this cup pass from me.”

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INTRODUCTION: May we discuss 
this subject firmly and Biblically. In- 
deed, there is truly a fundamental, 
basic principle set forth in the Bible 
and ordained of God, upon which all 
men must be saved. According to the 


theory of man, there are many 
methods by which men can be saved. 
May we have a study of the Scriptures 
that we may know the method used 
by the Lord in remitting the sins of 
mankind. Each group of men of 
various theories teaches that there is 
but one method, and it is the one they 
teach. It isn’t the doctrine which men 
teach that we must accept, but it is 
what the Bible teaches. 
SAVED BY FAITH 

only is the theory of some. “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” Rom. 5:1. All that we must do 
to be saved is to believe in God, be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God. That is very simple, if it works, 
but it doesn’t work, nor does. the 
Scripture substantiate that method. 
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Faith alone doesn’t save any man. 
James firmly says so. “Ye see then 
how that by works a man is justified, 
AND NOT BY FAITH ONLY,” James 
2:24. Nor does he state that man is 
saved by works only. It is very true 
that without faith it is impossible to 
please God, Heb. 11:6; however, that 
does not imply that man is saved by 
faith only. The example recorded in 
Acts 8:9-24 will suffice for all men 
that faith alone does not save. Simon 
the sorcerer had for some time fooled 
the people of Samaria, giving out that 
he was some great one. The people 
thought he was the great power of 
God. In fact, he was like unto many 
others, he was nothing. “Then Simon 
himself BELIEVED also: and when 
he was baptized, he continued with 
Philip, and wondered, beholding the 
miracles and signs which were done,” 
V. 13. He not only believed, but was 
baptized also. According to some 
men’s doctrine, that would save any 
man, but it was of none effect upon 
Simon’s sins. Peter informed him,

“Thou hast neither part nor lot in 
this matter: for thy heart is not right 
in the sight of God,” V. 21. What he 
really needed to do is what Peter said 
he should do, “Repent therefore of 
this thy wickedness, and pray God, if 
perhaps the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee,” V. 22. Faith 
alone, and water baptism added, did 
not cleanse this man’s heart. Faith is 
one step in the right direction, but 
not the full surrender of man to God. 


SAVED BY GRACE 

is another method men teach. Grace 
never has been set as a standard of 
redemption; however, grace, like unto 
faith, is a leader which assists men 
in reaching the heart of God’s saving 
method. Grace with men is God’s un- 
merited favor and love toward man. 
“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God,’ Eph. 2:8. Grace here 
is accompanied by faith. It is true 
that Noah was saved from the old 
world, “But Noah found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord,” Gen. 6:8. It was not 
grace that saved him, but it favored 
him with God. “By faith Noah, being 
warned of God of things not seen as 
yet, moved with fear, prepared an 
ark to the SAVING OF HIS HOUSE,” 
Heb. 11:7. Peter gives the rendering 
like this, “Wherein few, that is, eight 
souls were saved by water,” 1 Peter 
3:20c. Grace, faith, and water were the 
delivering factors. By the grace, or 
mercy of God, people are saved from 
danger of life, but not from the sin 
of the heart. If grace alone saves men, 
then all men would be Christians. 
“For the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation hath appeared to all men,” 
Titus 2:11. Grace here is a teacher, 
teaching men what to do in order to 
live a life of righteousness. “Teaching 
us that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present 
world,” Titus 2:12. Grace is not the 
saving method, but without it no man 
can be saved. A man fallen from grace 
cannot be saved; however, a back- 
slider is not considered as one fallen 
from grace. God’s grace strives daily 
with him to return to the Bishop 
and Shepherd of his soul.

CALLING UPON THE LORD 
is another method of redemption 
taught by some. “For whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved,” Rom. 10:13. This is the 
case of, there is a way unto men that 
seemeth right. If calling uporf the 
Lord would save men, very few would 
be lost. Practically all will call upon 
the Lord when death strikes. That 
alone will not save man. “Not every 
one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heav- 
en... Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
sied in thy name? and in thy name 
have cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works?” Matt. 
7:21, 22. Will much calling upon the 
Lord save them? “And then will I pro- 
fess unto them, I never knew you: 
depart from me, ye that work iniq- 
uity,” V. 23. The Pharisee called upon 
the Lord in words, but was rebuked 
as being less in justification than a 
poor sinner. Luke 18:9-13. Jesus said, 
“Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things which I say?” Luke 
6:46. Calling upon the Lord alone will 
not save men. 
SAVED BY BAPTISM 

is another method. Some people like 
to use the scripture found in Acts 
22:16, “And now why tarriest thou? 
arise, and be baptized, and wash away 
thy sins, calling on the name of the 
Lord.” Here we have baptism and 
calling on the name of the Lord 
working together. It is an established 
fact that no man can wash away his 
own sins. This is not the Lord’s 
method of redemption. It is true that 
God sent John the Baptist to baptize 
in water, John 1:33; however, Paul 
informs us that “Christ sent me not 
to baptize, but to preach the gospel,” 
1 Cor. 1:17a. If water baptism was the 
method of Christ, why did not He 
Himself baptize? He was the Saviour 
of the world. Yes, the apostles did the 
baptizing, but they never did save 
anyone. Christ saved many and bap- 
tized none, John 4:2. The Scripture 


singles out many who were saved men 


before being baptized. Paul possibly 
could have been saved before his 
water baptism, as Ananias in ad- 
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dressing him referred to him as Broth- 
er Saul, Acts 9:17. Cornelius and 
others of his household received the 
Holy Ghost before being baptized in 
water. “Can any man forbid water, 
that these should not be baptized, 
which HAVE RECEIVED THE HOLY 
GHOST as well as we? And he com- 
manded them to be baptized,” Acts 
10:47, 48a. According to some methods 
of men, all we must do in order to 
receive the Holy Ghost is to repent 
and be baptized according to Acts 
2:38. Christ is the only one who re-

ceived the Holy Ghost while being 
baptized. Cornelius and his friends 
were in service and Peter was the 
minister. They were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost while Peter yet spake, 
Acts 10:44. John the Baptist received 
the Holy Ghost before birth, Luke 
1:15. John’s father received the Holy 
Ghost just after he wrote “His name 
is John,” Luke 1:63. The mother of 
John received the Holy Ghost when 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, visited 
her, Luke 1:41. The apostles (together 
about one hundred and twenty) re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost in an upper 
room, Acts 1:13-15; 2:1-4. The men at 
Samaria received the Holy Ghost 
when Peter and John laid their hands 
upon them, Acts 8:17. Simon the 
sorcerer was baptized in water as a

believer in the preaching of Philip; 
however, he came up out of the water 
with the deep of his heart in the gall 
of bitterness and in the bond of iniq- 
uity, Acts 8:23. 
THE BLOOD METHOD 

is God’s plan of redeeming men from 
Sins. Without the shedding of blood 
there is no redemption. Some call it 
a slaughterhouse religion, bloody 
Christians. There are many scriptures 
leading up to the method of how God 
saves men, which sum up in these 
words, saved by His own blood. 
“Much more then, BEING NOW 
JUSTIFIED BY HIS BLOOD, we shall 
be SAVED from wrath through him,” 
Rom. 5:9. After many things were, 
performed to deliver Israel from 
Egypt, the blood of a lamb saved them 
from the wrath of God and set them 
free to go into the land of Canaan. 
“In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sins,” Col. 1:14. The method 
of redemption is clearly set forth here 
to be through His blood. Here is the 
keynote of the true method of being 
saved: “And from Jesus Christ, who 
is the faithful witness, and the first 
begotten of the dead, and the prince 
of the kings of the earth. Unto him 
that loved us, and WASHED US FROM 
OUR SINS IN HIS OWN BLOOD,” 
Rev. 1:5. During the great battle of 
the air, the saints will overcome the 
devil, the prince of the air, “by the 
blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony,” Rev. 12:11. What 
were the words of their testimony? 
They are better expressed in the new 
song, “They sung a new song, saying, 
Thou art worthy to take the book, and 
to open the seals thereof: for thou 
wast slain, and hast redeemed us to 
God BY THY BLOOD out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, and 
nation,” Rev. 5:9. All things are 
purged with blood; by one blood all 
nations are made one in Christ. The 
Church was purchased with His own 
blood, Acts 20:28. We are sanctified 
by His own blood, Heb. 13:12. His 
blood of the new testament was shed 
for many, Mark 14:24. The tribulation 
saints were saved by the blood, “These 
are they which came out of great

MY IMPRESSION OF HERMOSIL- 
LO, MEXICO, CONVENTION

On Tuesday evening, January 13, 
Rev. Howard D. Statum, overseer of 
Idaho; Rev. James Pitts, of Idaho; Rev. 
J. H. Hughes, overseer of California, 
and Rev. John Douglas, Jr., pastor at 
Santa Ana, California, arrived at the 
state overseer’s home in Arizona, on 
their way to Hermosillo, Sonora, Mex- 
ico, Convention. We all left early the 
next morning for Nogales, the border 
city. After spending about two hours 
there making arrangements to go over 
into Mexico, we were on our way. For 
about one hundred and twenty miles 
the highway was good, but for the 
next seventy-some miles it was al- 
most impassable in places. We arrived 
late that night and secured our hotel 
rooms. 

The next day we were in the con- 
vention. That evening Brother Har- 
graves arrived, with my good friend, 
Brother Edgar Darter, and two Texas 
ministers. Brother Hargraves intro- 
duced us to the congregation. The 
large building was packed to its ca- 
pacity, many were standing in the 
aisles; others were on top of the cars 
looking in the windows. The power of 
God fell like torrents from heaven. 
One wave of glory after another swept 
over the entire congregation. One 
thing that touched my heart so much 
was a group of young people from an 
Indian tribe. Up until a few months 
ago, they had never heard of the Word 
of God and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
One of our native missionaries took 
the gospel to them. They were glori- 
ously converted, sanctified and bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, numbers 
of them. They were on the platform 
singing songs in their native tongue. 
One of our native missionaries trans- 
lated the New Testament into their 
native language. The next day we 
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were with them on the ground where 
they were camping and cooking. The 
men carried a big sack of pinto beans 
and set it down by the stove. The 
sisters would take handfuls of beans 
out of the sack and throw them into a 
number three tub. Then they would 
shout and praise God and tears of joy 
would stream down their cheeks. All 
during the noon hour while some were 
cooking and preparing the meal, 
others were having service and shout- 
ing and praising God. Some received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost on the 
outside of the building. 

We started taking pictures of these 
wonderful scenes, but it was not long 
until we were jumping up and down 
and shouting with the others. It was 
impossible to operate the camera, as 
the Holy Ghost power was coming 
down in mighty waves. Rev. Vessie 
D. Hargraves, our superintendent of 
the Latin America work, was right in 
the work and one of them. His re- 
sponsibilities are very great. He was 
very busy placing the pastors and per- 
forming the other duties that go with 
his work. He hardly had time to eat 
his meals. After being there only a 
few minutes, I could see that he was 
dearly loved by the Mexican people. 
I certainly thank God for him and 
for the good work he is doing among 
those people. I feel that the Missions 
Board had a leading of the Holy 
Ghost in appointing him over this 
work. 

Brother Hargraves and our group 
were greeted by one of the govern- 
ment men who was attending the 
service. After talking to him for 
awhile, he told us that his job was to 
inspect the churches and schools, and, 
of course, he had authority to close 
them if he wished to. He told us that 
he had always been a Catholic but 
that we had something he wanted. 
He said, “We in Mexico have always 
had a feeling that you North Ameri- 
can Protestant people were stiff and 





thought that you were better than we 
are, but after being in this meeting, 
and seeing the spirit you manifest by 
putting your arms around the poor 
Mexicans and treating them so kindly, 
I know that you have the real spirit 
of Christ. I want to be converted to 
this kind of religion.” He invited us 
out to dinner with him the next day, 
and, of course, we accepted the invi- 
tation. We had a lovely dinner and a 
blessed time of fellowship in the Lord. 


One outstanding feature about 
these Mexican people, is that they 
are ihtelligent and sincere and line 
up one hundred per cent with the 
Church of God teachings. They were 
dressed modestly, wore no unnecessary 
jewelry, nor had paint on their faces. 


The young people’s meeting was 
very impressive. They had a day for 
their services. We saw hundreds of 
young people shouting and praising 
God at one time. There were no fleshly 
manifestations, or fanaticism, but 
genuine manifestations of the Holy 
Ghost. In all of my twenty years in 
the ministry, I have never been in a 
service that was so touching. I felt 
like I wanted to give myself and 
everything I possessed to missions. My 
dear reader, if you could only take one 
visit to a convention like this and 
see what the Church of God is doing 
with our mission money, it would 
never be hard to give an offering 
for missions again.

tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white IN THE 
BLOOD OF THE LAMB,” Rev. 7:14. 
Peter tells us that we “were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, 
but with the precious blood of Christ,” 
1 Peter 1:18, 19. 

CONCLUSION: Christ is our Pass- 
over, and no other method will de- 
liver from sin. In the blood we have 
healing for our bodies. Some will say 
that healing was not in the atone- 
ment. The same scripture which says, 
“He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our iniq- 
uities,” also says, “with his stripes 
WE ARE HEALED.” If by the wounds 
and bruises our redemption is in the 
blood, then by His stripes we are 
healed by His blood. Our redemption, 
justification, sanctification, the 
Church, and our healing all come 
from the bruised, wounded, and 
striped body of our Lord, who gave 
Himself a ransom for all. “Being justi- 
fied freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus,” 
Rom. 3:24. The method of redemption 
is in Christ Jesus, in His blood, ‘“‘Whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith IN HIS BLOOD 
for the remission of sins,” Rom. 3:25.
